AN APPEAL FOR A SNOWSTORM 

§ few weeks ago, radio amateurs defeated a proposed Arcadia city ordinance 
that would have prohibited all free-standing antennas more than 14 feet hich. 
Roof-mounted antennas as much as 35 feet above the qround would have been 
allowed, but only if all elements and the boom were shorter than 15 feet. That 
means triband beams--and even the smallest tower in the Tri-EX catalog--would 
have been banned in Arcadia. 

In an igpressive show of strength, about 100 amateurs filled the Arcadia 
council chambers for the crucial public hearing, and the counci! voted to 
exempt hag antennas from any antenna ordinance that mav be adepted. 

But for every success story like this one there are many defeats at the 
hands of local government. WHAT WE NEED IS AN FCC RULE PREEMPTING {i.e.. 
prohibiting) UNREASONABLE ANTENNA RESTRICTIONS BY STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS. 

The ARRL has petitioned the FCC to issue such aruling, but the request 
will be denied unless we can prove that there is a serious problem here, 
because local government lobbyists such as the National League of Cities will 
be fighting us all the way. 

We need a snowstora@ of paper telling the FCC about examples of arbitrary 
antenna regulations, inconsistent and heavy-handed enforcement, time-consuming 
delays, costly permit fees, and bureaucratic hassles in oeneral. IF ¥GU--OK 
SOMEONE YOU KNOW--HAS HAD PROBLEMS GETTING PERMISSION TQ PUT UP AN ANTENNA, EE 
SURE TO TELL THE FCC ABOUT IT. 

A shart 
letter is okay toc, but a formal comment in the proper format is sore 
effective--especially if there are a lot of different ones. Copy this format, 
but DO NOT USE THE EXACT LANGUAGE OF THIS SAMPLE.
